Bridge" at the junction of Water and 
Marcy streets, Portsmouth, reminds

1760, ten years before the Declara- 
tion of Independence, our ancestors in 
protest

odious 


stamp act passed by Farllament In 
1765, marched through the streets of 
Portsmouth}- carrying the New Hamp- 
shire stamp agent's commission In 
triumph on the front of a sword, ex- 
posed to the public view, and bear- 
Ing a flag on which was inscribed in 
large letters, the words: 
"Liberty, 


property and no stamp"; and raised 
upon a flag-staff erected for the oc- 
casion at "Swing-Bridge," called from 
that day forward 
"Liberty 
Bridge," 


this, the first "no stamp flag" ever dis- 
played in the American colonies 


Here a new pole was erected July 


4, 1824, in the same spot as the orig- 
inal; and It was renewed July 4, 1899, 
as told in the inscription thereon:

"Erected July 4, 1824, 
in Commemoration of 


July 4, 1770, that Declared 
Our Emancipation From 


Tyrany and Gave Us
